Green Hill,Jr.,son of Green Hill and “race Sennett,was a Major during the 
Revolutio period of our history.(Possibly promoted afterwards as hewais known 
as"Colonel"“reen Hill). After the Revolution he became a prominent minister in | 
the Methodist Church. in 1799 he moved to Tennessee and settled about 12 miles | 
south of Nashville. He called his new home "Liberty Hill". He died there | 
September 11,1826. His first wife,whon he married Oct.13,1761,was Nancy Thomas.

Item. I Give to my grand daughter Hannah Ruffin one negro girl named Milley 
now in her possession but if she dies before she is married or without heir then 
the said negro is to be equally divided between her Brothers & Sisters. 

Item. I Give to my Grand Daughter Sarah Ruffin one negro girl named Agnes, 
Phobe's child but if the said Sarah Ruffin dies before she is married then the said 
negro to return equally to be divided between her Brothers & Sisters. ; 

Item. I Give twenty pounds current money to the poor of this Parish to be 
distributed at the discretion of my son Green Hill, as also Ten pounds to be given 
to the Methodist preacher as my said son Green shall think fit. 

Item. My Will & desire is that what money I have or may have due me at the 
time of my decease after complying with my debts & legacies may be equally divided 
between all my children & my wife and at the death of my wife I desire that the 
Negroes I have lent her with their increase may be equally divided among all my 
children I desire that the negroes given by this will to my daughter Rebekah may 
remain with my wife and that she may have the use & labour of them for the Education 
& Maintenance of my said Daughter until my Executors shall think proper to hire 
any of them out which I leave to their discretion,and that they hire them,or any 
of Tommy's negroes that it may be necessary to hire out in any manner they shall 
think most convenient.
